ties served has in every instance 
been effectively given. The general 
satisfactory results suggest the feas- 
ibility of making rurul delivery a 
permanent feature of postal admin- 
istration in the United States;not 
immediately or in all districts at 
once, bnt in some gradual and grad- 
uated form regulated by the present 
experiments. 


Public policy requires some ad- 


vancement to be made and that the 
postal service should be brought 
more into line with advancing pros- 
perity and increased population. 


Sooner or later the United States 


will have to follow the lead of the 
more densely populated countries 
and establish a delivery service over 
all the settled portions of its vast 
territory. 


Under wise restrictions it can be 


extended with great advantage to a 
class of our citizens who rightly or 
wrongly deem themselves neglected 
in legislation—the agricultural class 
—and without serious detriment to 
the revenues.
